Desrriptlou of Western .XfVIrii, Its Cnstoms and ^o«. j 

*‘ I will now describe how the natives live in this . 
countrv. They are all alike, the great and the poor; i 
you cannot tell the muster from the si*rvant, at fir>t. 
The servant has as much to say as his master, in 
common discourse, but not in a jHilaver, lor that be- 
longs only to the master. ( )f all people I have ev- 
er seen, i think they arc the kindest. They will 
let none of their people want for victuals; they will , 
lend and not Knik for it again. They will even lend ; 
clothes to each other if they want to go any w here. i 
If strangers come, they will give them victuals lor j 
nothing; they will go out of their beds that stran- i 
gers may sleep in them. The women are particu- 
larly kind. ’I’he men are very fond of palm w ine. 
They love dancing; they will datice all night. They 
have but little; yet they are happy while that little 
lusts. At times they are greatly troubled with the 
slave trade, by some of them being caught under 
diff'erent pretences. .A man owes money, or some 
one of his family owes it, or he ha.s been guilty of 
adulteiy. In these cases, if unable to seize the par - 1 
ties themselves, they give him up to some one who j 
is able, and who goes and takes him by force of i 
arms. Sometimes I am a.-tonished to .see how con- I 
tented they arc with so little. 1 consider that hap- j 
pi ness docs not consist in plenty of gootls. ’I’heir j 
land is so fertile, in some places, that it would sur- 
prise any man lo see what a quantity *>f rice they 
will raise, on a small s|>ot. As for fish, their risers 
abound with it; they can get as much as they want. | 
’riieir sheep aiul goats are very line and fat. They i 
have jdenty of fowls: also wild hogs, ducks ami \ 
geese. 'I’liey do not salt their meat, but dry it over ' 
the fire. ’I’hey do not work hard, except when they < 
prepare their rice plantations, which is during two ' 
months in the spring, after which the men go and , 
make canoes, or cut cam-wood, or carrv' the salt 
which the women have made, to sell for clothes or 
slaves, 'riiis is usually done in the rainy season 
froni June to September. ’I’licy arc not afraid of 
being wet, they will work in the rain. When they 
come home from working, their women give them 
warm water to wash their bodies, and oil to anoint 
themselves with. 'I’liey (the women) have the har- 
dest lot; they do all the drudgery; they beat the rice, 
and fetch wood, make salt, plaster the houses, go a 
fishing with hand nets, make oil from the palm nuts, 
which the men bring home. Their rice ripens in 
three months from the time it is sown; when it is 
cut they put it under w.ater, where it keeps sound 
and good. When they want to use it, they go into 
the water and get as much as they need. During 
the rainy season the low banks are overflowed; when 
the water goes away, it leaves the land moist, which 
isthen planted, and will bring any thingto the great- 
est perfection, 'riiey have good clay, of which the 
won en make pots, which they sell for rice, cas.sada 
and plantains, 'riie cotton tree grow s here in great ] 
abundance. I think the cotton would do for hats as i 
well ns fur. The men make straw hats. It is the ' 
men who sew the cloth into garments; of the wo- i 
men, not one out of twenty know s how to .sew. All ' 
the male children (of the Alahommedans) are cir- ' 
cumcised. ’Phe King is poorer than any of his sub- 
jects. I have many a time gone into the hou.ses of 
their Kings; sometimes 1 have seen one box, and a 
bed made of sticks on the 'ground, and a mat, or two 
country cloths on the bod. He is obliged to work 
himself if he has no wives and children. He has 
«>nly the name of a King, without the power; he 
cannot do as he pleases. When there is a palaver, ] 
he must have it settled before the rest of the old 
men, who are looked upon as much as the King, and | 
the people will give ear to them as soon as tiiey w ill i 
to the King.” 

COLONIZATION ITEAIS. | 

.As far back as 1818 in Freetown, in the Colony 
of Sierra Leone on the western coast of Africa, ' 
about 250 north-west from Liberia, the male school ' 
had about two hundred neat, active, intelligent boys, 
divided into eightclasses, under the superintendence 
of Air. Horton, whose perseverance and fidelity are 
entitled to high commendation. In the female ' 
school, were about one hundred neatly dressed little ^ 
girls, many of w hom could read and sew.
